Poles Suspected and Soviet Promises 


Rigid Investigation. 
Moscow, May 12.—A series of ex­ 
plosions in the neighborhood of Mos­ 
cow continued throughout the early 
part of the night. 
The Moscow soviet 
issued a proclamtaion to the effect 
that the explosions were caused by a 
tire iii the military depot at Khoros- 
chevo. 
The coincidence of the fire with the 
commencement of hostilities between 
Poland and Russia necessitated a rigid 
investigation. 


W ashington, Miry 12.—Permanent oc­ 
cupation of Constantinople, which is 
left under the sovereignty of tile sul­ 
tan, by a small international force of 
allies’ troops, is provided for in the 
treaty which was handed to the Turk­ 
ish representatives at Paris. 
An olti- 
ciai summary of the treaty has been 
received in Washington. 
A similar international guard is pro­ 
vided for the garrisoning of the Straits 
as a guaranty of free passage through 
the Dardanelles and the Sea of Mar­ 
mora for ships of all nations. 
An entente commission of control at 
Constantinople, consisting of the rep­ 
resentatives of the principal 
allied 
powers, will exercise supervision over 
the execution of the clauses of the 
treaty and, with the aid of the allies’ 
troops, enforce its terms. 
Although President Wilson suggest­ 
ed that part of northeastern Thrace 
be given Bulgaria, Thrace in its en­ 
tirety is awarded Greece. 
Greece Gets Smyrna. 
Smyrna and the hinterland, extend­ 
ing approximately to a depth of IOO 
kilometers (02 miles) and a breadth of 
200 kilometers (124 miles) are also 
given Greece tinder limited sovereign­ 
ty. 
Greece must formulate in consul­ 
tation with the league of nations a 
plan for control of the territory and at 
the end of two years the population 
will decide by vote whether this ar­ 
rangement 
shall 
be 
continued 
or 
whether the territory shall be annexed 
by Greece. 
Both France and Italy relinquish 
claim to mandatory powers over Cili­ 
cia and Adalia, reserving only special 
economic privileges. 
Boundaries 
of 
Mesopotamia 
and 
Palestine the mandates over which are 
awarded to Great Britain, and Syria, 
ceded similarly to France, are left to 
be determined by special commissions. 
The Armenian 
settlem ent is 
left 
open for future negotiation and deci­ 
sion. 
No mention is made of Russia in 
the summary received here, nor is the 
precise status of the allies’ commis­ 
sion of control iii its relation to the 
league of nations clearly defined. 
Turks Get Peace Treaty. 
Paris, May 12.-—The peace treaty 
for Turkey, prepared 
by 
the 
peace 
conference, was presented to the Turk­ 
ish delegation here. 
The ceremony was the sim plest and 
most speedily concluded of all the sev­ 
eral form alities of the sort that have 
taken place since the peace confer­ 
ence began. 
The entire proceedings 
lasted hut four minutes.

Mr. McCumber, who is a member of 
the senate foreign relations commit­ 
tee, declared ending the war by joint 
resolution would bring dishonor upon 
the nation, as it would involve deser­ 
tion of the United States’ associates in 
the war. 
The Senator said he could support 
neither the house peace resolution nor 
the substitute of Senator Knox (lier*.)

For over two centuries the Channel 
slnnds were allowed to remain neu- 
Tal in any war that England might 
mdertake. Tills singular privilege was 
granted to them by Edward IV, and 
was not revoked till the reign of Wil­ 
liam and Mary. 
It was granted as 
a reward for the loyalty of the island­ 
ers, whose commerce with the neigh­ 
boring coasts of Brittany and Nor­ 
mandy was constantly being inter­ 
rupted by the numerous wars. 
Even 
the pope joined in enforcing the right, 
and by a bull dated 1483 Sextus IV 
threatened to excommunicate any one 
who violated the order. On the whole, 
It was fairly rigidly observed, and when 
a Guernsey vessel was taken in the 
channel by a privateer of Morlnix, the 
Islanders with their boat were re­ 
leased, but a few Englishmen 
on j 
board, with their merchandise, were j 
captured.
